Population  of  the  County 

The  Registrar  General’s  oreliminarv  report  of  the  1951  Census  shows  that  the  population  of  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  at  the  time  of  the  Census  was  309,524;  155,166  males  and  154,358  females.  This  is  an  in¬ 
crease  of  46,046  or  17.5%  on  the  population  recorded  at  the  last  census  in  1931.  Amongst  the  urban  areas 
those  showing  the  largest  growth  of  population  were  Scunthorpe  Borough  with  an  increase  of  20,484  or  60.7% 
Skegness  with  an  increase  of  3,432  or  37.6%  and  Mablethorpe  and  Sutton  with  an  increase  of 
1,466  or  37.3%.  In  the  rural  districts  Welton  had  the  largest  increase  viz.  4,490  or  39.6%  followed  by  Gains¬ 
borough  with  an  increase  of  2,371  or  23.2%. 

Decreases  of  population  were  recorded  in  the  urban  districts  of  Alford  (0.4%),  Barton-on- Humber  (1.5%) 
and  Gainsborough  (6.3%). 


Live  births 

The  number  of  live  births  (5,182)  registered  in  1951  was  153  less  than  last  year,  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  being  16.73  as  against  17.29.

Infant  mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  numbered  169  giving  a  rate  of  33  per  1,000  live  births  as 
compared  with  a  rate  of  30  for  the  whole  country.  This  is  2  per  1,000  births  above  last  year’s  figure  for  the 
county  which  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  Sixty-one  per  cent  of  the  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life. 

Maternal  deaths 

Seven  deaths  (attributed  to  complications  of  pregnancy  and  child  birth)  were  reported  during  the  year. 
This  is  4  more  than  in  1950  but  one  less  than  the  average  for  the  previous  5  years.  The  rate  per  1,000  total 
births  is  1.32,  which  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  0.79.  This  year 
the  county  rate  is  more  than  double  that  of  1950. 

Deaths  from  tuberculosis  ‘ 

There  were  56  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1951  which  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  the  county.  Of 
this  number  46  were  due  to  respiratory  and  10  to  non-respiratory  disease,  the  respective  rates  being  0.14  and 
0.03. 

The  mortality  from  tuberculosis  has  fallen  by  75%  in  the  last  20  years  and  is  now  half  what  it  was  as 
recently  as  at  the  end  of  the  late  war.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Housing 

The  provision  of  new  houses,  the  repair  of  old  ones  and  the  demolition  of  those  scheduled  as  unfit  for 
habitation  give  rise  to  problems,  the  solution  of  which,  in  present  circumstances,  is  usually  difficult  and  not 
infrequently  impossible.  Much  has  been  done  by  District  Councils  to  improve  housing  conditions  but  it  is 
still  evident  from  reports  received  from  the  county  health  inspectors,  health  visitors,  nurses  and  others,  and 
from  letters  received  from  tenants  and  sub-tenants,  that  many  families  are  living  under  very  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  one  of  the  more  serious  of  which  is  over-crowding. 

Reports  received  from  District  Sanitary  Inspectors  show  that  1,754  houses  were  erected  during  the  year; 
1,493  by  local  authorities  and  261  by  private  enterprise.  Repairs  were  carried  out  to  3,274  houses.  These 
in  the  main  were  confined  to  the  remedy  of  such  defects  as  leaking  roofs,  dampness  etc.  The  economic  value 
of  a  tenanted  house  to  the  owner  is  generally  low  and  there  is  little  inducement  to  carry  out  major  repairs  which 
are  necessary  and  which  if  delayed  long  enough  must  result  in  the  property  becoming  uninhabitable. 

Thirteen  houses  unfit  for  habitation  were  demolished  during  the  year,  10  by  statutory  action  and  3  volun¬ 
tarily. 

Little  use  is  still  being  made  of  the  powers  given  to  housing  authorities  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  to 
make  grants  to  owners  for  the  purpose  of  improving  premises.  Grants  were  made  in  respect  of  11  out  of  35 
applications  received. 

Water  supplies 

Every  Urban  District  in  the  County  is  provided  with  a  public  water  supply  which  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  which  in  all  but  two  districts  is  adequate  in  quantity.  In  the  rural  districts  progress  in  the  provision  of 
mains  supplies  continues  and  the  time  does  not  seem  to  be  far  distant  when  every  parish  in  the  County  will 
have  a  public  supply  available. 

Applications  for  permission  to  abstract  large  quantities  of  water  for  industrial  purposes  have  been  made 
in  respect  of  factories  in  the  area  of  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  Council.  The  County  Council,  with  a  view  to 
safeguarding  the  underground  reservoirs,  made  representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and 
Planning  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  this  end,  preferably  by  limiting  the  extraction  of  water  to  the  statu¬ 
tory  water  authorities  in  the  area. 

Sewage  disposal  and  sewerage 

Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  sewerage  and  sewage  plants  at  Binbrook,  Keelby,  Blyton,  Scotter 
and  Scotton,  Barnetby  and  Kirton  Lindsey.  These  schemes  will  result  in  the  provision  of  much  needed  sys¬ 
tems  of  sewage  disposal  and  will  eliminate  much  of  the  present  pollution  of  the  local  water  courses. 

Informal  enquiries  were  held  in  respect  of  schemes  for  Ingham,  Welton,  Dunholme,  Hogsthorpe.  Chapel 
St.  Leonards  and  Anderby  Creek. 


The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Winterton  are  inadequate  and  are  subject  to  serious  flooding.  Ministry 
approval  of  a  scheme  to  provide  a  new  works  has  not  yet  been  received. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Horncastle,  Sutton  on  Sea  and  Woodhall  Spa  are  overloaded  and  early 
consideration  regarding  extensions  and  improvements  is  necessary. 

Scavenging  and  refuse  disposal 

The  collection  of  dry  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  in  all  districts  in  the  County  except  one. 
In  the  urban  districts  collection  is  maintained  at  about  weekly  intervals  and  in  the  rural  districts  every  other 
week.  One  notable  exception  is  a  rural  district  where  the  service  is  only  provided  at  quarterly  intervals. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  is  a  most  unpleasant  task  but  this  necessary  service  will  undoubtedly  have  to 
be  maintained  for  many  years  to  come.  At  present  there  are  1,420  pail  closets  in  the  twelve  urbanised  areas 
and  19.880  in  seven  of  the  nine  rural  districts.  Most  Councils  encourage  the  replacement  of  this  type  of 
closet  with  water  closets  by  offering  monetary  grants.  During  the  year  171  conversions  took  place  in  urban 

areas  and  197  in  rural  districts. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  mainly  by  tipping,  incineration  only  taking  place  in  two  districts.  There  is  a 
areat  need  for  the  tipping  to  be  more  “controlled”  than  it  is  at  present.  This  applies  in  the  main  to  rural 
areas.  Admittedly  material  for  providing  cover  is  not  always  readily  available  but  in  some  cases  the  tips  are 
anything  but  a  credit  to  the  Councils  concerned.  The  fact  that  a  tip  is  not  close  to  human  habitation  is  no 
reason  for  crude  dumping. 

Factories 

The  Factories  Acts  contain  provisions  which  impose  duties  on  the  county  district  councils  relative  to  the 
welfare  of  employees  in  factories  and  workshops.  During  the  year  this  involved  sanitary  officers  in  2,164  visits 
of  inspection  at  1,358  mechanical  and  428  non-mechanical  factories  in  the  county.  Defects  were  found  and 

remedied  in  85  cases. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Meat  Inspection 

All  animals  slaughtered  in  the  six  Ministry  controlled  slaughterhouses  in  the  county  have  been  subject  to 
inspection  by  officers  appointed  by  the  county  district  councils  in  whose  areas  the  premises  are  situated.  This 
ensures  that  no  carcase  is  delivered  to  a  butcher's  shop  until  it  has  been  passed  as  wholesome  and  free  from 
disease.  The  facilities  at  some  of  the  slaughterhouses  are  poor  as  measured  by  modern  standards  and  the 
officers  concerned  are  to  be  congratulated  on  providing  such  an  efficient  service. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  carcases  inspected  and  the  number  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  in  whole  or  in  part.

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938 

During  1951  the  total  number  of  samples  submitted  for  analytical  examination  was  1.321.  Of  these  802 
were  milk  and  519  other  foods  and  drugs  with  an  overall  adulteration  figure  of  4.9%.  Of  the  milk  samples 
404  were  formal  (43  or  10.6%  adulterated)  and  398  informal  (8  or  2%  adulterated)  giving  a  total  adulteration 
for  milk  of  6  4°/  )  Seven  samples  of  milk  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Grimsby  County  Borough  Council. 
Other  foods  found  adulterated  were  sausages,  sausagemeat,  vinegar  and  ice  cream.

Figures  for  the  results  of  all  milk  samples  were  again  compiled  and  the  average  fat  content  was  3.610% 
as  compared  with  3.608%  in  1950,  3.602%  in  1949  and  3.547%  in  1948,  The  non-fatty  solid  figures,  which 
also  include  sub-standard  samples,  were  8,723%  (8.838%  in  1950,  8.804%  in  1949  and  8.928%  in  1948). 
Samples  of  known  bulked  milks  had  an  average  milk  fat  content  of  3.668%  and  non-fatty  solids  8.846%.

Milk  (Biological  examination) 

It  became  possible  during  the  year  to  have  a  larger  number  of  milk  samples  examined  biologically  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln.  District  Councils  were  asked  to  co-operate  in  the  taking  of  samples  for 
this  purpose  and  all  but  three  agreed.  Altogether  330  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  of  which  4 
were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  and  21  were  positive  for  brucella  abortus. 

The  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  immediately 
notified  of  all  samples  found  to  be  positive  for  tubercle.  He  takes  action  forthwith  and,  unless  there  are  excep¬ 
tional  circumstances,  any  animal  found  on  clinical  examination  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  is  seized 
under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  and  slaughtered  within  twenty  four  hours.  As  a  result  of  the  four  positive- 
samples  referred  to  above  four  cows  were  seized  and  slaughtered. 


Milk  infected  with  the  organism  of  brucella  abortus  may  give  rise  to  undulant  fever  in  man.  The  iatter 
is  a  febrile  disease  the  symptoms  of  which  are  very  variable.  The  disease  may  last  several  months  to  a 
year  or  even  longer.  It  is  not  notifiable  and  there  is  no  reliable  information  as  to  its  prevalence.  Three 
cases  were  reported  during  the  year  in  all  of  which  the  milk  consumed  was  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
abortus. 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  “brucella”  infected  milk  is  a  very  difficult  one.  The  County  Council  as 
the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  has  power  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  milk  of  cows  suffering  from  any  disease  to 
which  Section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1950,  applies.  This  Section  applies  to  brucella  abortus  but  before 
any  action  can  be  taken  under  it  the  cow  must  show  clinical  evidence  of  the  disease  and  unfortunately  such 
evidence  is  rarely  available  although  the  cow  may  be  secreting  the  brucella  organism. 

A  medical  officer  of  health  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  may  stop  the  sale  of  infected 
milk  until  it  has  been  treated  in  such  a  way  as  to  satisfy  him  that  it  is  safe  for  consumption.  He  can  only  stop 
the  sale  of  the  milk  of  a  particular  cow  in  a  herd  if  that  milk  is  being  sold  separately.  If  it  is  not,  and  this  is 
usually  the  case,  there  appears  to  be  no  remedy  but  to  stop  the  sale  of  milk  from  the  whole  herd  which  action 
may  involve  his  authority  in  the  payment  of  large  sums  in  compensation.  It  is  well  known  that  an  infected 
cow  may  secrete  the  offending  organism  intermittently  for  varying  periods  and  this  raises  the  problem  as  to 
how  long  any  restrictions  should  apply. 

In  the  three  cases  of  undulant  fever  reported  the  producers  of  the  infected  milk  concerned  agreed 
voluntarily  to  have  it  pasteurised  or  to  take  the  offending  animals  out  of  production.  In  one  instance  the 
animals  were  only  traced  after  82  milk  samples  had  been  examined. 

The  position  is  such  that  some  central  direction  is  required  on  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  by  local 
authorities  and  their  officers  in  dealing  with  “brucella”  infected  milk. 

Milk  (Pasteurised  and  sterilised) 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  issue  of  licences  authorising  the  licensee  to  undertake  pasteuris¬ 
ation  or  sterilisation  of  milk.  The  Council  is  also  responsible  for  the  supervision  of  plants  and  for  ensuring 
that  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk),  Regula¬ 
tions,  1949,  are  complied  with.  The  County  Health  Inspectors  make  frequent  visits  to  inspect  plants  to  check 
processing  and  cleansing  methods  and  to  take  samples  of  milk  for  examination. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1 3  processors  were  licensed  to  pasteurise  milk.  Three  of  these  sur¬ 
rendered  their  licences  during  the  year.  One  new  licence  was  issued  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  11  estab¬ 
lishments  were  pasteurising  milk  under  licence. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  at  which 
the  processing  of  sterilised  milk  is  carried  out.  The  milk  sold  under  this  designation  in  the  County  comes 
from  Grimsby,  Nottingham  and  Scunthorpe. 

Generally  the  pasteurising  plants  are  maintained  and  operated  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  543  samples  of  ordinary  pasteurised  milk  and  233  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pas¬ 
teurised)  Milk  were  taken  and  subjected  to  the  phosphatase  test  (which  indicates  the  efficiency  of  the  pasteurisa¬ 
tion)  and  to  the  methylene  blue  test  (which  is  used  to  show  keeping  quality). 

Of  the  776  samples  examined  32  failed  the  phosphatase  test.  As  regards  the  methylene  blue  test  38 
samples  could  not  be  tested  as  the  overnight  temperature  of  the  milk  during  storage  exceeded  65  dg.  F.  Of 
the  remaining  738  samples,  8  failed  to  come  up  to  standard. 

Where  milk  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  the  inspector  in  conjunction  with  the  licencee  or  a  member  of  his 
staff  makes  a  special  inspection  with  a  view  to  the  detection  of  defects  in  the  plant,  or  in  the  method  of  its 
operation.  Lack  of  detailed  attention  to  the  working  of  the  plant  is  the  most  usual  cause  of  trouble. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT  1946 

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  (Sect.  22) 

Ante  and  post-natal  care 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  number  of  ante  and  post  natal  clinics  provided  in  the  County. 

Sessions  held  during  the  year  numbered  420,  at  which  733  ante-natal  and  86  post-natal  cases  attended 
making  in  all  2,336  visits. 

Expectant  mothers  are  now  entitled  to  free  ante-natal  advice  and  supervision  from  their  own  doctors 
and  this  no  doubt  accounts  for  the  falling  off  that  has  taken  place  in  the  attendances  at  the  Council’s  clinics. 
Prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Act  upwards  of  3,000  mothers  made  nearly  10,000 
attendances  annually  at  these  clinics.  Unless  the  average  attendance  per  session  at  some  of  the  Centres  im¬ 
proves  the  question  of  their  continuance  will  require  consideration.

Maternity  home  accommodation 

The  demand  for  beds  in  maternity  homes  continues.  Of  the  5,138  births  during  the  year  3,052  or  nearly 
60%  took  place  in  institutions. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  undertakes  to  investigate  on  behalf  of  the  hospital  board  cases  seeking  ad¬ 
mission  on  grounds  other  than  medical.  In  this  connection  the  staff  reported  on  the  home  circumstances  of 
860  cases  of  whom  60 1  were  recommended  for  admission.  Lack  of  accommodation  in  the  home,  unsuitable 
accommodation  and  over-crowding  were  the  main  reasons  confinements  could  not  conveniently  take  place  at 
home. 

Maternity  outfits 

For  patients  confined  at  home  sterilised  outfits  are  provided  free  of  charge.  The  number  of  these  supplied 
during  the  year  was  2,180. 

Mother  and  baby  homes 


The  arrangement  which  the  Council  has  with  the  Lincoln  Diocessan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  for  the 
care  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily.  Expectant  mothers  requir¬ 
ing  institutional  care  and  training  are  admitted  to  “The  Quarry”,  Lincoln,  or  to  similar  homes  elsewhere. 
Cases  thus  provided  for  during  the  year  and  for  which  the  local  authority  accepted  financial  responsibility 
numbered  34.  The  officers  of  the  association  have  worked  in  close  touch  with  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  in  addition  to  providing  institutional  accommodation  they  have  also  undertaken  the  investigation 
associated  with  these  cases  which  was  previously  carried  out  by  the  County  Almoner. 

Infant  welfare 


Premature  births 

Babies  whose  birth  weights  are  5^  lbs.  or  under  are  classified  as  premature.  The  number  notified  was 
296  as  compared  with  368  in  1950.  Of  those  reported  during  the  year  98  were  born  at  home  and  198  in 
institutions.  Twenty-six  of  those  born  at  home  were  admitted  to  hospital  leaving  seventy-two  for  whose 
nursing  care  the  Council’s  nurse-midwives  were  responsible.  Particulars  of  the  latter  are  as  follows:

For  use  in  connection  with  the  nursing  of  premature  babies  in  their  own  homes,  cots,  bedding  and  medical 
and  nursing  equipment  are  provided  if  required.  Special  cots  are  also  available  for  use  in  the  transport  by 
ambulance  of  babies  from  their  homes  to  hospital. 

Home  visits 

The  Health  Visitors  made  during  1951  a  total  of  67,061  home  visits  to  expectant  mothers  and  young  child¬ 
ren  as  compared  with  59,675  in  the  previous  year. 

Fewer  visits  were  made  to  expectant  mothers,  676  as  against  1,424.  On  the  other  hand  visits  to  infants 
and  young  children  increased  from  58,250  to  66,385. 

Infant  welfare  centres 

There  are  now  47  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  operation  in  the  County.  New  centres  were  opened  at 
Barnetby,  Barrow,  Kirton  Lindsey  R.A.F.  Station  and  South  Killingholme.  Other  new  centres  contemplated 
could  be  opened  if  the  necessary  health  visitors  were  available. 

Attendances  at  the  centres  have  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year.

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“  Toddlers  ”  clinics 


In  the  larger  towns  where  the  numbers  warrant  it  special  clinic  sessions  are  held  for  the  routine  medical 
examination  of  ‘Toddlers”  on  the  lines  of  that  carried  out  in  the  case  of  school  children  During  the  year 
2,401  children  attended  for  this  routine  examination. 

Day  nurseries 

Two  day  nurseries  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council,  one  at  Gainsborough  and  the  other  at  Scun¬ 
thorpe.  Each  has  accommodation  for  40  children.  The  number  of  children  on  the  nursery  registers  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  103,  16  of  whom  were  under  2  years  of  age  and  87  between  2  and  5  years.  &  The  average 
daily  attendance  for  both  nurseries,  including  Saturdays,  when  attendances  were  low,  was  60. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  nurseries  has  been  good.  Cases  have 
occurred  sporadically  of  the  common  child  infections  but  there  has  been  no  undue  prevalence. 

With  few  exceptions  mothers  of  the  children  attending  the  Nurseries  are  in  full  time  employment. 

Dental  treatment 

Mr.  J.  D.  Sykes,  Senior  Dental  Officer,  reports  on  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children  as  follows: — 

With  no  improvement  in  the  staffing  position  this  year  there  has  been  no  dental  treatment  available 
for  mothers  and  pre-school  children  at  the  Ashby,  Barton-on-ITumber,  Brigg,  Crowle,  Epworth,  Louth, 
Scunthorpe  and  Skegness  Clinics.  All  the  work  recorded  has  been  done  at  the  Cleethorpes,5  Gains¬ 
borough  (Spital  Terrace),  Horncastle,  Lincoln,  Market  Rasen  and  Spilsby  Clinics. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  treated  during  the  year  but  the  number 
is  still  disappointingly  low.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  knowing  that  treatment  was  available 
without  charge  under  the  National  Health  Service  patients  tended  to  put  it  off.  Now  that  freedom  from 
charge  is  limited  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  possibly  they  will  present  themselves  for  treatment 
during  their  period  of  eligibility. 

Generally  speaking  the  condition  of  the  mouths  of  the  mothers  is  much  better  than  it  was  a  few 
years  ago  and  this  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  them  were  adolescent  during  the  war  years  when 
there  was  noted  such  a  marked  improvement  in  the  children's  teeth.  The  proportion  of  partial  dentures  to 
full  dentures  fitted  has  again  improved..  There  has  been  a  big  drop,  in  the  number  of  extractions  and  a 
big  rise  in  the  number  of  fillings  and  other  conservative  operations.  This  is  a  continuance  of  a  trend 
noted  last  year  indicating  that  dental  fitness  is  being  achieved  more  by  saving  the  natural  teeth  and  less 
by  removing  them  and  replacing  them  by  artificial  teeth. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  inspected  and  treated  but  an  increase  in 
the  amount  of  work  done.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  practically  all  these  children  do  receive  complete 
treatment  and  rarely  break  appointments.  Whilst  many  can  be  made  dentally  fit  in  one  visit  others  do  have 
to  attend  more  than  once  as  shown  by  the  “attendances”  figure.  That  the  figure  is  larger  than  the 
“appointments”  figure  is  accounted  for  by  the  treatment  of  some  children  who  are  brought  to  the  clinic 
without  an  appointment  having  been  made. 

X-ray  examinations  are  carried  out  in  the  clinics  using  a  portable  unit  which  is  moved  from  one 
clinic  to  another  on  demand,  and  film  processing  is  done  in  the  dark-room  at  County  Offices.  Dentures 
are  made  in  the  Council’s  own  dental  laboratory  in  Lincoln.

MIDWIFERY  (SECTION  23)  AND  HOME  NURSING  (SECTION  25) 

In  1951,  190  mid  wives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  administrative  county.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  number  in  practice  was  148,  89  being  employed  by  the  County  Council  as  domiciliary  midwives,  48 
being  employed  by  hospital  management  committees  and  11  in  private  practice.

Domiciliary  midwifery 

The  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  the  duty  of  providing  a  domiciliary  midwifery  service  for 
the  Administrative  County.  Of  the  86  midwives  employed  on  district  work  79  also  undertake  general  nursing, 
while  7  are  employed  solely  on  midwifery.  Expressed  in  terms  of  full  time  staff  the  midwifery  service  was 
short  of  4  midwives  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Under  the  Midwives  Acts  the  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  supervision  of  all  midwives  practis¬ 
ing  in  the  County.  In  this  connection  the  Council’s  Supervisors  made  402  visits  of  inspection  to  midwives 
during  the  year.  Each  midwife  is  visited  as  a  routine  approximately  every  three  months.  Special  visits  are 
made  when  necessary.  These  regular  visits  provide  the  Authority  with  a  general  knowledge  of  the  midwife’s 
work  on  the  district  and  afford  the  midwife  an  opportunity  of  discussing  with  the  Supervisors  any  problem 
or  difficulties  she  may  have.  They  are  a  very  valuable  link  between  those  at  headquarters  and  those  working  on 
a  district.  Notifications  (as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board)  received  from  midwives 
were  as  follows: —

Refresher  courses 


The  practice  of  sending  a  number  of  midwives  and  nurses  on  refresher  courses  each  year  was  discontinued 
during  the  war.  1  he  shortage  of  nurses  generally  since  the  war  has  made  it  difficult  to  find  reliefs  to  enable 
them  to  attend  these  couises.  Although  this  difficulty  continues  it  has  been  possible  durina  the  year  to 
arrange  for  18  mid  wives  to  have  this  “post  certificate”  instruction  as  compared  with  only  2  in  1950  Ten  of 
the  18  referred  to  each  had  a  four  weeks  course  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham  whilst  eight 
attended  a  course  of  one  week’s  duration  provided  by  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives.  In  addition  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  two  nurses  to  have  4  weeks  instruction  at  Sheffield.  The  courses  are  of  much  value  &in 
stimulating  the  interest  of  nurses  and  midwives  and  keeping  them  abreast  of  professional  developments  and 
those  concerned  have  all  expressed  their  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  of  attending. 

Gas  and  air  analgesia 


Four  midwives  underwent  training  during  the  year  in  the  use  of  gas  and  air  analgesia.  This  brings  the 
number  so  trained  to  81,  all  of  whom  have  been  provided  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  number  of  cases 
in  which  gas  and  air  was  administered  by  midwives  during  1951  was  738  or  33%  of  the  domiciliary  births 
as  compared  with  977  and  44%  in  the  preceding  year. 


Home  M&irsing 

As  already  stated  there  are  79  nurses  employed  by  the  Council  undertaking  both  home  nursing  and  mid¬ 
wifery.  In  addition  9  nurses  are  engaged  on  home  nursing  only.  Of  the  88  nurses  employed  86&  are  state 
registered  and  2  are  enrolled  assistant  nurses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  home  nursing  service  was  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  3  nurses  short  of  establishment. 

The  table  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  patients  nursed  and  the  number  of  home  visits  made  by 
the  Council’s  nurse-midwives  during  1951.  These  figures  represent  a  very  large  amount  of  hard  work  effi¬ 
ciently  and  quietly  performed  by  the  nurses  concerned.  They  are  also  an  indication  of  the  responsibility  that 
falls  on  the  Nursing  Superintendent  and  her  assistants,  who  amongst  other  things  have  the  difficult  task  of 
arranging  for  reliefs  for  off  duty  time  and  holidays  and  during  sickness.

Nurse/midwives— Transport  arrangements 

At  the  end  of  the  year  78  cars  were  used  by  nurse/midwives.  Of  these,  57  were  owned  by  the  County 
Council  and  21  by  nurses  themselves. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  those  nurses  who  use  County  Council  cars  have  always  a  reliable  car  at  their  dis¬ 
posal,  the  County  Council  have  5  spare  cars,  2  of  which  are  used  to  enable  all  cars  to  be  thoroughly  over¬ 
hauled  once  a  year  and  the  other  3  for  use  in  any  area  when  a  car  breaks  down 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  bought  four  new  cars. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  18  nurses  using  cycles  in  areas  where  it  was  considered  that  the  work 
could  be  done  efficiently  by  this  means  of  transport. 


Housing  of  nurse/midwives 

During  the  year  no  properties  were  bought  by  the  County  Council  for  housing  members  of  their  mid¬ 
wifery  and  nursing  staff. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  the  County  Council  owned  one  communal  home  and  six 
houses  and  that  they  rented  two  communal  homes,  six  houses  and  one  flat. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  some  of  the  District  Councils  in  the  County  have  been  of  con¬ 
siderable  assistance  in  relieving  the  problem  of  finding  accommodation  for  recruits  to  the  staff.  Two  District 
Councils  agreed  during  the  year  to  build  houses  for  occupation  by  a  nurse.  In  one  case  the  house  is  to  be  sold  to 
the  County  Council  on  completion  and  in  the  other  the  District  Council  allocated  the  tenancy  of  an  exist¬ 
ing  council  house  to  a  district  midwife.  In  addition,  several  members  of  the  County  Council’s  nursing  staff 
were  occupying  council  houses  under  arrangements  which  they  themselves  made  direct  with  the  District  Coun¬ 
cil. 

The  Scotter  and  Messingham  Nursing  Association  which  has  remained  in  existence  decided  during  the 
year  to  utilise  money  at  their  disposal  to  build  a  house  for  the  nurse  employed  in  their  area. 
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HEALTH  VISITING  (SECTION  24) 


The  Health  Visitor  is  one  of  the  key  workers  in  the  Council’s  health  services.  Her  duties  have  widened 
very  much  since  the  National  Health  Service  came  into  operation.  She  is  now  concerned  with  the  family  as 
a  whole  and  is  its  adviser  on  numerous  matters  relating  to  health.  Progress  in  the  development  of  the  work  of 
the  health  visitor  as  envisaged  under  the  National  Health  Act  is  still  being  held  up  owing  to  the  shortage  of 
staff.  The  County  establishment  for  health  visitors  as  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  is  55  whereas  at  the 
end  of  the  year  only  36  were  being  employed.  With  this  number,  if  the  work  is  extended  in  one  direction 
it  must  be  by  curtailment  in  other  directions. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  the  training  of  Health  Visitors  has  continued  but  there  appears  to  be  little  desire 
on  the  part  of  nurses  to  train  as  health  visitors.  Since  the  scheme  started  in  1949  eight  students  completed 
training  and  obtained  the  necessary  certificate.  Four  were  under  training  at  the  end  of  the  year.

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Diphtheria  immunisation 

The  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  14  years  immunised  against  diphtheria  was  4,011  or  519  more 
than  in  1950.  As  compared  with  last  year  the  number  immunised  at  ages  under  5  years  increased  by  712 
whilst  at  ages  between  5  and  14  years  the  number  decreased  by  193. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  it  is  estimated  that  just  one  half  of  the  child  population  is  protected 
which  is  well  below  the  target  of  75%  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

The  Health  Visitors  endeavour  to  impress  on  the  parents  of  every  child  born  in  the  County  the  import¬ 
ance  of  immunisation  and  it  is  largely  due  to  their  efforts  that  there  has  been  some  improvement  during  the 
year.  The  age  at  which  immunisation  is  recommended  is  just  before  the  child  reaches  its  first  birthday.  The 
tendency  of  parents  is  to  delay  the  protection  afforded  by  immunisation  until  the  child  is  older.  Reports 
from  medical  and  nursing  staff  indicate  that  the  attitude  of  parents  to  immunisation  now  that  diphtheria  has 
virtually  disappeared  is  too  often  one  of  indifference.

B.C.G.  vaccination 

Following  the  issue  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  Circular  72/49  the  Council’s  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care 
and  After-Care  Scheme  was  amended  to  include  the  provision  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis.  Vac 
cinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Hospital  Board’s  chest  physicians  in  selected  cases  known  to  have  been  in  contact 
with  tuberculous  infection.  The  numbers  vaccinated  are  as  yet  small.  In  the  north  of  the  County  Dr.  J.  Glen 
reports  the  vaccination  of  41  contacts;  7  adults  employed  in  hospital  and  34  children.  Dr.  H.  G.  H.  Butcher 
who  is  responsible  for  the  Lincoln  district  reports  26  vaccinations,  all  in  child  contacts.  Dr.  Butcher  ex¬ 
presses  the  hope  that  before  long  permission  will  be  granted  for  all  Mantoux  negative  school  leavers  to  be 
inoculated.  He  thinks  if  this  were  done  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  occurring  in  young  adults 
would  be  appreciably  diminished. 
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whooping  cough  vaccination 

An  increasing  number  of  local  health  authorities  are  now  providing  for  vaccination  against  Whooping 
Cougn.  ine  recent  report  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  snows  that  a  considerable  measure  of  protection 
can  oe  ootamed  through  vaccination.  Whooping  Cougn  was  found  to  be  4 — 5  times  more  prevalent  amongst 
cmidren  who  had  not  been  inoculated  as  compared  with  those  who  had.  If  the  disease  can  be  prevented 
to  tms  extent  many  of  the  children  who  are  inoculated  will  avoid  the  distressing  symptoms  associated  with  it 
and  the  serious  complications  which  not  infrequently  arise.  Moreover  parents  will  be  relieved  of  much 
anxiety. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE  (SECT.  27) 

The  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  which  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Service  has  continued  to 
function  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.  It  covers  the  whole  of  the  county  with  the  exception  of  an  area 
around  Lincoln  where  the  service  is  provided  under  agency  arrangements  made  with  the  Lincoln  County  Borough 
Council  and  a  smaller  area  in  the  south  of  the  County  in  respect  of  which  similar  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  Holland  County  Council. 

Extensive  use  is  also  made  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service  which  is  organised  and  operated  through  the  local 
branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Mrs.  E.  W.  Scorer  is  the  officer  responsible.  Her  work  is  entirely 
voluntary  and  she  has  given  much  time  and  effort  to  making  the  hospital  car  service  the  success  it  un¬ 
doubtedly  is  in  this  County.  The  work  of  owner-drivers  who  use  their  cars  for  the  conveyance  of  patients 
often  for  long  distances  and  sometimes  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  themselves  is  also  much  appreciated. 

As  much  use  as  possible  continues  to  be  made  of  the  railways  in  the  transport  of  selected  patients,  where 
the  mileage  involved  is  considerable.  The  railway  authorities  in  this  connection  have  been  most  helpful  and 
co-operative. 

The  number  of  ambulances  maintained  by  the  County  Council  for  their  own  service  is  33.  Eight  were  re¬ 
placed  during  the  year.  The  personnel  remains  the  same,  namely  44  whole  time  and  105  retained  for  duty  as 
and  when  required.  The  total  number  of  patients  dealt  with  during  the  year  including  those  provided  for 
through  agency  arrangements  and  the  hospital  car  service  was  114,631  involving  a  mileage  of  1,115,426.  Com¬ 
pared  with  last  year  the  mileage  is  up  by  22,684. 

The  Council’s  own  vehicles  travelled  149,003  miles  less  than  last  year  but  on  the  other  hand  the  hospital 
car  service  mileage  was  up  by  172,412. 

It  is  not  possible  to  compare  the  number  of  patients  carried  with  that  of  last  year,  the  reason  being  that 
last  year  for  example  a  patient  attending  a  hospital  out  patient  department  and  returning  home  by  the  same 
vehicle  waiting  at  the  hospital  was  recorded  as  one  patient.  Now  on  the  direction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
he  is  recorded  as  a  patient  on  his  journey  to  hospital  and  again  as  another  patient  on  discharge  to  his  home. 

The  number  of  patients  transported  by  rail  was  194  as  compared  with  248  last  year.  The  difference  is  more 
than  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  1950  the  County  Council  arranged  railway  transport  for  patients  being 
discharged  from  convalescent  homes  in  Skegness  to  their  own  homes  in  Sheffield,  the  Sheffield  Corporation  re¬ 
imbursing  the  cost  to  the  County  Council,  whereas  in  the  year  under  review  the  Sheffield  Corporation  pro¬ 
vided  ambulance  transport  for  90  of  these  patients.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE  (SECT.  28). 

This  Section  of  the  Act  empowers  local  health  authorities  to  make  arrangements  for  the  prevention  of 
illness  and  for  the  care  and  after  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness.  The  Minister 
of  Health  has  made  it  obligatory  that  authorities  make  such  arrangements  in  the  case  of  tuberculosis  but  the 
powers  given  under  the  Section  are  very  wide  and  Health  Authorities  may  make  provision  in  respect  of  any 
form  of  illness.  The  services  to  be  provided  under  this  Section  are  supplementary  to  those  provided  under 
other  Sections  of  the  Act. 

Tuberculosis 

The  environmental  circumstances  of  each  newly  notified  case  of  tuberculosis  are  investigated  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  reports  are  forwarded  to  the  local  chest  physicians.  The  health  visitors  assist  in  arranging  for  the 
patients  and  contacts  to  attend  the  nearest  chest  clinic. 

All  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  visited  periodically  and  any  adverse  changes  in  the  home  circumstances 
notified  to  the  chest  physician.  Unsatisfactory  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  are  also  reported  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Council  concerned. 

Chest  physicians  make  recommendations  to  the  local  health  authority  in  connection  with  the  provision  of 
rehabilitation,  open-air  shelters,  extra  nourishment  and  other  matters  in  which  they  think  the  authority  may 
be  able  to  help. 

The  number  of  tuberculous  patients  provided  with  extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  and  eggs  was 
122,  as  compared  with  128  last  year.  Although  the  Council  has  27  open  air  shelters  available  only  1 1  were 
in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  happens  all  too  frequently  that  the  cases  in  most  need  of  a  shelter,  owing  to  unsatisfactory  home  condi¬ 
tions  and  overcrowding,  have  no  site  available  on  which  it  can  be  erected. 

The  Voluntary  Tuberculosis  Care  Committees  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpes  have  continued  to  render 
valuable  help  and  advice  to  patients  in  their  respective  districts  and  have  in  many  cases  provided  necessities 
and  comforts  not  otherwise  available. 

The  Committee  at  Gainsborough  no  longer  functions  as  such.  The  assistance,  however,  provided  by  the 
Bacon  Medical  Aid  Trust  to  patients  generally  is  also  available  to  those  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  two  patients  were  being  maintained  by  the  Council  at  the  Papworth  Village  Settle¬ 
ment. 

The  nursing  of  tuberculous  patients  in  their  own  homes  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  s  district  nurses 
and  nursing  requisites  are  available  from  the  nurses’  store  cupboards. 

X-ray  examinations 

The  mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  4  centres  during  the  year  viz:  Bardney,  Horncastle,  Scun¬ 

thorpe  and  Skegness.

The  above  figures  emphasise  the  value  of  this  service  not  only  in  the  detection  of  tuberculosis  but  also  in 
the  discovery  of  other  diseases.  They  also  indicate  how  the  service  will  have  to  be  extended  if  it  is  to  cover 
the  County  and  so  enable  all  those  who  are  willing,  to  have  an  X-ray  examination  at  least  once  a  year. 

Home  nursing  and  other  equipment

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE  (SECT.  29) 


The  Home  Help  Service  has  continued  to  operate  on  the  lines  indicated  in  previous  reports.  The  organi¬ 
sers  investigated  850  applications  for  assistance  during  the  year. 

In  less  than  half  the  applications  investigated  was  domestic  help  eventually  provided.  In  some  it  is 
found  that  help  is  not  necessary.  Others  are  withdrawn  when  it  is  realised  that  a  charge  is  made  for  the 
service. 

That  so  few  complaints  are  received  from  householders  employing  helps  is  largely  attributable  to  the 
detailed  supervision  given  by  the  organisers  who  are  responsible  not  only  for  the  initial  investigation  of  each 
request  for  assistance  but  also  for  finding  the  help,  arranging  her  duties,  supervising  her  work,  assessing  the 
amount  the  household  is  required  to  pay,  the  keeping  of  time  sheets  and  other  records. 

Each  case,  therefore,  especially  in  the  rural  areas  where  long  distances  have  frequently  to  be  travelled, 
takes  up  a  large  amount  of  the  organiser’s  time. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  help  was  provided  during  the  year  was  376  as  compared  with  323  last  year, 
whilst  the  number  of  “helps”  employed  on  a  part-time  basis  was  81  as  against  66  in  1950. 

Hospital  almoners  frequently  refer  cases  of  old  people  who  are  being  discharged  from  hospital  to  live 
alone.  These  cannot  be  fully  provided  for  under  the  scheme  as  the  patient  requires  much  more  help  and 
attention  than  can  be  given  by  the  home  helps  during  the  time  they  are  performing  domestic  work  of  the 
household.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  solution  has  been  to  find  a  neighbour  willing  to  visit  the  house  periodi¬ 
cally  during  the  day  and  to  give  such  help  as  she  can. 

Other  cases  of  old  people  living  alone  have  been  referred  by  the  Area  Officers  of  the  National  Assistance 
Board.  Some  of  these  old  people  are  living  in  unsatisfactory  surroundings  and  it  is  difficult  to  persuade  any¬ 
one  to  attempt  to  clean  a  house  that  has  been  long  neglected. 

Sanitary  Inspectors  have  on  occasions  been  able  to  help  but  it  is  not  easy  as  regards  those  about  to  be 
discharged  from  hospital  to  arrange  to  have  the  house  cleaned  and  prepared  for  the  return  of  the  patient, 
owing  to  the  inadvisibility  of  entering  the  house  for  this  purpose  during  the  absence  of  the  tenant. 

Doctors,  health  visitors,  district  nurses  and  voluntary  bodies  are  always  very  helpful  and  much  concern 
has  been  shown  generally  for  the  old  people  living  alone.

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;  MENTAL  HEALTH  (SECT.  51) 

The  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  42/51  have  indicated  broadly  the  lines  on  which  information  regard¬ 
ing  the  working  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  should  be  submitted.  This  section  of  the  report  is  for  the 
most  part  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  suggestions.  It  may  be  helpful  to  repeat  the  duties  relating  to 
mental  health  devolving  on  the  County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  are 
briefly  as  follows: 

(a)  the  initial  care  and  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  dealt  with  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment 

Acts; 

(b)  the  ascertainment  of  mental  defectives  and  where  necessary  their  removal  to  institutions; 

(c)  the  supervision,  guardianship,  training  and  employment  of  defectives  remaining  in  the  community; 

(d)  the  care  and  after-care  of  all  types  of  mental  patients  when  this  is  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

The  authority’s  proposals  for  carrying  out  the  foregoing  functions  are  embodied  in  the  Council’s  Mental 
Health  Scheme  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  implementation  of  this  scheme  is 
still  being  delayed  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff.  Repeated  advertisements  during  the  year  have  failed  to 
provide  a  medical  officer  to  take  charge  of  the  service.  Similarily  it  has  been  impossible  to  appoint  a  psychiat¬ 
ric  social  worker. 

The  Health  Committee  has  appointed  during  the  year  a  Sub-Committee  of  7  members  to  act  as  the  Men¬ 
tal  Health  Services  Sub-Committee.  This  Committee  will  meet  as  and  when  required.  Previously  the 
mental  health  service  was  administered  by  a  Sub-Committee  consisting  of  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  staff  employed  in  mental  health  work.  The  day  to  day  work  has 
continued  under  the  general  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  advice  of  the  local  consultants  is 
available  when  required.  The  assistant  medical  officers  undertake  the  ascertainment  of  mental  defectives. 

The  work  of  the  eight  duly  authorised  officers  is  confined  to  the  certification  and  removal  of  patients  under 
the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  and  emergency  action  under  Section  15  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act, 
1913. 

There  are  no  occupation  centres  in  the  county.  Defectives  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Grimsby  attend  the 
Grimsby  Centre  as  and  when  vacancies  are  available.  Five  cases  were  in  attendance  during  the  year.  A 
new  occupation  centre  is  to  be  erected  at  Grimsby  and  by  arrangment  with  the  Grimsby  Corporation  12 
places  will  be  reserved  for  Lindsey  cases.  The  Louth  Branch  of  the  National  Association  of  Parents  of  Back¬ 
ward  Children  propose  to  open  a  centre  at  Louth,  towards  the  maintenance  of  which  the  County  Council  has 
agreed  to  make  a  grant  subject  to  conditions.  Very  great  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in  finding 
institutional  accommodation  for  mental  defectives  even  for  the  most  urgent  cases.  Defectives  who  have  been 
charged  with  minor  offences  are  committed  to  institutions  by  magistrates.  The  home  conditions  in  many 
of  these  cases  are  reasonably  satisfactory  but  they  appear  to  be  admitted  without  question  and  presumably 
occupy  places  which  would  otherwise  be  available  for  the  uncontrollable  and  even  dangerous  defectives  wno 
remain  at  home  imposing  an  almost  unbearable  burden  on  the  parents. 

The  number  of  defectives  awaiting  admission  to  institutions  is  now  107.  Twenty-four  were  admitted 
during  the  year. 

Compared  with  last  year  the  Authorised  Officers  were  called  on  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treat¬ 
ment  Acts  to  deal  with  45  more  cases,  277  as  against  232. 

The  supervision  of  mental  defectives  in  their  own  home  is  the  responsibility  of  the  health  visitors  who 
have  also  undertaken  a  certain  amount  of  welfare  work  in  connection  with  psychiatric  patients  before  admis¬ 
sion  to  and  after  discharge  from  mental  hospitals. 

The  Health  Visitors  made  2,246  supervisory  visits  to  defectives  in  their  own  homes.  They  also  made  98 
visits  to  psychiatric  patients  discharged  from  mental  hospitals  and  made  reports  which  were  transmitted  to 
the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  hospital  concerned. 
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There  has  been  close  and  cordial  co-operation  between  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  local  mental  hospitals 
and  mental  deficiency  institutions  and  those  of  the  local  health  authority.  There  is  also  a  wide  exchange  of 
useful  information  relating  to  the  welfare  of  mental  patients. 

None  of  the  authority’s  functions  relating  to  mental  health  has  been  delegated  to  voluntary  organisations. 

No  organised  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  training  of  mental  health  workers  but  a  number  of 
lectures  were  given  to  health  visitors  who  investigate  the  social  conditions  of  patients  attending  mental  out 
patient  departments  and  who  undertake  the  supervision  of  patients  discharged  from  mental  hospitals.  These 
lectures  were  given  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Bracebridge  Mental  Hospital  to  health  visitors  at  Lincoln, 
Scunthorpe  and  Grimsby  and  were  much  appreciated.

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NURSING  HOMES 


Two  homes  were  registered  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  bringing  the  number  of 
registered  homes  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  4.  Together  they  provide  accommodation  for  5 
maternity  and  37  other  cases.  They  have  been  regularly  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer  who  has  reported  them  as  satisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  1951  was  not  on  the  whole  exceptional.  Nine  cases  of  acute  polio¬ 
myelitis  were  reported  compared  with  57  in  the  previous  year.  Dysentery  was  prevalent  in  Scunthorpe  where 
331  cases  were  notified.  Only  3  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  as  compared  with  9  in  the  preceding  year.  There 
were  no  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  was  about  the  same  as  last  year.

ACUTE  RHEUMATISM 

Acute  rheumatism  is  a  disease  occurring  chiefly  amongst  children  and  young  adults  and  one  which  not 
infrequently  results  in  serious  damage  to  the  heart.  The  Administrative  County  is  one  of  the  Areas  in  which 
the  disease  was  made  notifiable  by  the  Acute  Rheumatism  Regulations,  1947.  Under  these  regulations  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  make  certain  enquiries  in  each  case  notified.  The  results  are  forwarded 
to  the  Rheumatic  Fever  Committee  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  who  have  undertaken  to  investigate 
various  aspects  of  the  disease  in  this  and  in  other  areas  where  notification  is  in  operation.
